Bill Of Health 


lt is gratifying to note that the 
Medical Health Officer for the town, 
in hig report presented to Council at 
its last meeting, is one upon which 
all may be congratulated. It reads 
as follows: 


To the Mayor and Council 

Town of Wainwright. 

Dear Sirs: As your health officer 
for 1936 1 beg to submit my report 
as follows: 

In the matter of sanitation condi 
tions have been on the whole, good, 
with the exception of out -door 
toilets. The failure to use sufficient 
chloride of lime in these places is 
liable to afford breedimg places for 
infection-carrying flies. It is diffi- 
cult to advise what can be done in 
this connection, although I have in- 
sisted on more being used in many 
instances. 


Town garbage disposal seems to 
be adequate and efficient. 
Instances of infectious diseases 


have been confined to scarlet fever 
of a mild type cf which there were 
several cases, occurring mostly dur- 
ing the Measles ard scab- 
ies (the confined to 
the schools) have somewhat 
prevalent. 

Eating places, butcher  shcps, 
laundries and bakery have been in- 
spected by me periodicaily and have 
found to be in a satisfactory condi- 
tion

Disposal of waste matter at the 
livery barn hag been taken care of, 
and the lanes have been kept in 
good condition. In the matter of 
milk supply, the three public-supply 
dairies have been imspected period 
ically and in each case they have 
been found to be living up to the 
requirements of the provincia! health 
laws. Samples have been sent to the 
provincial laboratory for bacterio- 
logical and chemical analysis. On 
account of my report being required 
before I anticipated, returns from 
these are not yet back from the 
university. These should be in at any 
time, and will be handed to the 
Board of Health.

When mares 
are thin at foaling time, light feed_ 
ing should only be continued for a 
few days. In such cases, the feed is 
increaed gradually in order to in- 
sure a good supply of milk for the 
foal. Mares that are required to 
work while nursing their foals will 
require liberal feeding, if they are 
to be kept in good flesh and provide 
@ generous supply of milk for the 
foals.

Thus, Joseph took Mary, 
his betrothed, from the home 
of her mother Ann in Jerus- 
alem and journeyed to Bethlehem to pay their 
taxes. Now the way was six miles. Mary, 
seated sidewise on a small donkey, with their 
few belongings tied in a cloth hanging across 
the donkey's neck, and Joseph trudging beside 
her, found their way through the narrow 
streets of ancient Jerusalem, through the 
Joppa or Jaffa Gate down into the Valley of 
Gihon, then up to the ridge or water-shed of 
Palestine’s hill country and on to the Plain of 
Rephaim. Midway on the plain they prob- 
ably paused beside the road to drink froma 
well. They did not know this well would 
some day be called the Well of the Magi be- 
cause the three Wise Shepherds following 
‘God's bright star” would stop there to drink 
and to see the star reflected in the water's 
depths as they traveled by camel to Bethle- 
hem in search of Jesus, the Son soon to be 
born of Mary. 

Joseph and Mary were humble and fine 
and they loved each other. They gazed hap- 
pily across the well-cultivated terraced val- 
leys, across the fields where shepherds 
guarded their flocks, noted the old stone 
watch towers where the farmers and shep- 
herds could go to look far across their lands in 
all directions. Then they glimpsed the city 
of Bethlehem, a small and humble village 
whose rock walls, cobbled streets and stone 
buildings showed gray and uninviting. 

The man and woman wended their way 
through the throngs of tax-payers about the 
bazaars and found the inn where they sought 
lodging. The inn was overflowing. People 
were having to sleep by the wayside. Now 
Mary was with child and Joseph wanted to 
protect her and make her comfortable, but no 
room was to be had. So the couple sought 
shelter in the stable beside their tiny donkey. 
The stable was a cave or grotto in the rocks 
with crude. wooden mangers filled with hay 
Here, in the year 4 B.C., the thirty-third year 
of the reign of Herod the Great, Jesus of Naz- 
areth was born. Mary wrapped Him in swad- 
dling clothes and laid Him in a manger. Here 
the shepherds, to whom angels had announ- 
ced the Saviour’s birth, came to kneel low be- 
side the humble bed and lay their gifts before 
the Babe whom they adored. 

Because this Babe was born the whole 
world rejoices and celebrates Christmas. Joy, 
peace, love, humility—all the great truths of 
Christianity came to the world with His birth. 
The basis of modern civilization lies in the 
little town of Bethlehem. 

Fven as the Wise Men 2000 years ago 
made their way to the shrine, so pilgrims tour- 
ist, believers and non-believers journey today 
across the self-same road, still the main artery 
of communication between Jerusalem and all 
the southern part of Israel. They see the 
Well of Niegi, the terraced gardens, the shep- 
herds’ fields, and the old, old watch towers. 
The highway is now smoothly paved. The 
travelers all too often ride in luxurious motor 
cars. But they still pass caravans of camels 
and asses and see pedestrians garbed in cos- 
tumes of many lands. For pilgrims come 
from near and far to the Holy Land, particu. 
larly’ to ancient Bethlehem, whose grayness 
has increased with centuries of dust and ero- 
sion on its leaden-hued stones. But dull as is 
its outward appearance, few approach the city 
without a thrill of reverence and awe, without 
renewing acquaintance with the Holy Scrrp- 
tures and gaining inspiration and faith. Today

In 1865 it was proposed to John Stuart Mill that he should run for 
Parliament. 

He answered that he was willing to do so, provided the voters under- 
stood he would not make any election speeches or put up one cent, and that, 
if elected, he would support such national issues as appealed to his best 
judgment and do nothing for the local interests of his district. 

He says in his autobiography that “a well known literary man was 
heard to say that the Almighty Himself would have no chance of being 
elected on such a he, igae 

Nevertheless, Mill’s candidacy made remarkable progress, and just 
before the election he agreed to appear at a few meetings in order to answer 
questions. . 

In one of his earlier books he had made the remark that the “working 
classes, though differing from those of some other countries, in being 
ashamed of lying, are yet girl liars.” Mill was asked whether he had 
written and published it. He promptly answered: “J did.” 

What followed is so remarkable that I quote it verbatim: 

“Scarcely were these two words out of my mouth when vehement 
applause sounded through the whole meeting. It was evident that the work- 
ing people were so accustomed to expect equivocation and evasion from 
those who sought their suffrages, that when they found, instead of that, 
a direct avowal of what was likely to be disagreeable to them, instead 
of being affronted they concluded at once that this was a person whom 
they could trurst.” :

It is because we fonget ‘demand’ 
that we are sometimes disappointed 
when price does not rise as we think 
it should. Two years ago, for ins 
‘tance, we heard of a serious world 
shortage of wheat and coarse grains, 
yet price, to our disappointmert, did 
rot rise. Why? Simply because the 
demand fell off to the same exieunt 
as the supplies had become = de 
creased. L 

Happily. now and then, the reverse 
is the case. We have had a go.4 
instance recently.

Argentine was larger than expected 
so naturally wheat prices began to 
decline.
